(Continued from Page One i 
cheer the men who hold me and 
take care of myself. 

Fear Communists 

"But the thing we must watch, 
the thing of which Hang Kow, in 
particular, is frightened, is the 
vast Communist army. It is larger 
than the National army, made up 
of 150,000 men with 100,000 guns." 
The Father lead from his per¬ 
sonal story into the vital and 
world-wide theme which gripped 
him. He said: 

"Now the people there are liv¬ 
ing a more natural life than the 
Westerners. No birth control, or 
anything like that. There is the 
man power there, and the brains. 
When the Western world becomes 
weakened, and the East becomes 
ready for conquest, then I believe 
there will be a vast change. Not 
in our lifetime probably. In two 
or three hundred years . . . What 
Is three hundred years? Nothing 

"There is manpower in China 
the coolie labor and with Japan 
or Russia at the helm, much po¬ 
tential strength. That is why the 
present Communist army is 
feared. 

"And Japan will never be satis¬ 
fied with Manchuria. That Is but 
a stepping stone. There is another 
worry. There are Japanese In 
every' Chinese province, and we 
never know what to expect from 
them. I myself already have seen 
much bloodshed many people 
with their heads struck off by the 
Communistic hordes who ever so 
often go- on a rampage.” 

Bugles Spread Alarm 

Elaborating on his own ex¬ 
perience Father Cyprian told of 
how he had become so nerve 
shaken from bandits occupying 
his mission that when he re¬ 
turned home last year he was 
unable to keep seated while 
trying i,j carrying on a conversa¬ 
tion. 

"During the last days I was in 
China." he said, "when I heard a 
bugle heralding the arrival of 
more rebel armies I would be¬ 
come so weak I had to sit down. 

I would tell the house boy to be 
sure that all the doors were wide 
open. They tried to scare me out 
so that they could take entire 
possession of the mission. They 
would Jeer and tell each other 
that they were going to ’string 
the foreigner up.’ But I stayed. 

"I expect now to stay six or 
seven years longer, if I can keep 
my health and if all Is fairly 
peaceful Then I shall come home 
again." 

Hard to Learn 

Branching into a more aca¬ 
demic, less adventuresome topic, 
Father Cyprian talked of his pro¬ 
ficiency in the Chinese language 

a language which is admittedly 
the most difficult to master in 
the world. He told of how he 
had gone into an out-of-the-way 
province accompanied by a Chi¬ 
nese university instructor, and of 
how he had made himself intel- 
ligble to the storekeeper there 
after the Chinese scholar had 
fuiled. 

"This," he explained, “was pos¬ 
sible because it is easier for an 
outsider to master the various 
dialects once he has learned the 
main language than for a native 
who is born to one tongue and 
pronunciation.

To be well edu¬ 
cated a man must be familiar 
with 5000 of these characters." 


The third season of the Sierra 
Madre Little Gallery in the City 
Hall was officially opened last 
night with a reception for two 
prominent California women ar¬ 
tists and a premiere showing of 
their works. 

Both Lillian Ferguson and 
Hilda Van Zandt, 36 of whose oil 
and water colors are now to be 
seen here ,are considered to be 
high in merit, although there is a 
decided contrast in their products. 

Lillian Ferguson, winner of 
numerous state prizes and having 
studied in Paris and Holland 
under masters, displayed work 
that is very colorful and fresh. 
Her "After the Rain” was a prize 
winner at the State Fair recently, 
and familiar because of the locale 
is a canvas called “A Summer 
Day in La Canada.’’ 

Most of her canvasses have to 
do with mountain scenes in this 
part of the State. Two portraits, 
not equalling her landscapes, are 
also included in the exhibit. A 
picture of Palm Canyon and one 
of an autumn woods scene dis¬ 
play Miss Ferguson's techinque 
admirably. 

Unlike her fellow exhibitor, Hil¬ 
da Van Zandt has gathered her 
material mostly from abroad and 
from Mexico. The most unusual 
of her oil paintings is a sombre 
thing called "Buddah in the 
Moonlight," which depicts the 
god in a very dim light with 
small figures worshipping, set off 
in gold relief by the moon's light. 
Several small water colors of 
Spanish cafe scenes, and por¬ 
traitures, are finely conceived and 
executed. 

An oil portrait of an unshaven 
Mexican is interesting in its re¬ 
strained treatment. A street scene 
shows the massive gate to a typi¬ 
cal Spanish town, with the vari¬ 
ous commonplace figures that are 
to be seen on such a thorough¬ 
fare in the foreground. 

Miss Van Zandt’s paintings are 
not, as a rule, labelled, for she 
prefers explaining them herself.

valent in the United States in re- 
ggri to fire prevention. 

gijty percent of all the fires 
oCCUr 'in the home, which means 
,j iat a home goes up in smoke 
somewhere every four minutes. 
Over eighty percent of these fires 
are preventable. 

Approximately 10,000 persons 
were burned to death during 1931. 
About one third of these were 


27 people every day lose their 
lives by fire. 

Statistics are usually dull, but 
these figures are very vital: The 
number of dwelling fires has in¬ 
creased 50 per cent in the last 
six years. These fires were due 
to such seemingly trivial things 
as faulty wiring, bad stoves, 
chimneys, heaters, electrical ap¬ 
pliances, and insufficient air space 
between walls. It is estimated 
that in communities up to 2500 
population the fire loss exceeds 
$16,000,000 annually. 

As to the forest damage- the 
loss each year is not to be reck¬ 
oned in mere millions. This loss 
is not to be paid for. And the

OCTOBER IN THE GARDEN 
By Jessie Ward Russell 

W INTER-FLOWERING bed¬ 
ding plants should be set 
out now. The best plants to 
bloom during the winter months 
are Stocks, Snapdragons, Colen- 
dulas, Pansies Violas, Penstemon, 
Begonias, Cornflowers and Agera- 
tum. 

Rose Bushes set out now will 
bloom until January. 

October starts the planting time 
for shrubs and trees. The sum¬ 
mer growth has hardened up and 
now they can be transplanted 
with safety. 

This is one of the best months 
in which to have a new lawn 
planted, or to renovate an old one. 
Burmuda grass and many other 
weed seeds will not germinate 
during cold weather. 

Chrysanthemum plants should 
be disbudded now and staked up 
if you would have large blooms. 

Dahlias and Roses should be 
dusted with sulphur to prevent 
mildew. 

Be sure to have your young 
Avocado trees tied to strong 
stakes for this is the season when 
we may have heav"}’ winds. Avo¬ 


cado trees are brittle and can bt' 
broken down by winds. 

Do not neglect to irrigate just 
because the weather is cool and 
foggy. The ground is dry under¬ 
neath and tree and shrub roots 
will suffer if they do not get 
water. 

October is the best month in 
the year to bud Avocado trees.

FOR STOCKS AND SNAPS

From all indications, this is to 
be an ideal year for early stocks 
and snapdragons and now is the 
time to plant them in order to 
have those very early blooms, 
which are always desirable. 

Stock may be planted in open 
beds or as a border around other 
flowers and shrubs to very good 
advantage. The main thing is to 
have them located in a good 
sunny location, and be sure to 
see to it that the bed has been 
spaded to a good depth. Keep 
the plants growing rapidly 
through the balance of the sum¬ 
mer and you will be rewarded by 
having wonderfully large bloom 
spikers.
